Kensington 
board to vote 


on property

KENSINGTON — The Kensington Community 
Services District board will meet tonight to decide 
whether to move ahead with the purchase of “Parcel B” 
of the West Contra Costa Unified School District 
property currently being sold as surplus in Kensington. 

Several weeks ago, Kensington voters approved the 
purchase by advisory vote. Residents passed two ballot 
measures that will significantly increase their parcei 
tax bills each year. By a clear majority, they decided 
that the promised improvements in city services and 
resources were worth it. 

The voters had previously agreed that the district 
should purchase Parcel A of the property, which con- 
sists of park/open space currently leased by the district 
and the old Jefferson School site. It is about six acres 


Parcel B is the smaller, connecting strip of land 
extending up from the Arlington Boulevard to the base 
of the tennis courts. Its purchase was the subject of the 
Measure E advisory vote. According to police chief

Proposed zoning 
irks neighbors

RICHMOND — The planning commission is ex- 
pected to recommend to the Richmond City Council 
that new restaurants built on commercial strips be 
required to obtain conditional use permits, said princi- 
pal planner Jerry Rasmussen. The commission has 
been holding public hearings on proposed changes to 
the zoning ordinance. Such a requirement, if approved 
by the council, would involve a significant change to 
the ordinance, which is currently being revised. 

It would also come as good news to the Richmond 
Annex Neighborhood Council, which has been advo- 
cating for that and other changes. 

“Tf you don’t have that process, there’s nothing but 
a business license required,” said Doug Bruce, first 
vice-president of the council. “The permit is like a 
business license while allowing the city to impose 
certain conditions, having to do with parking or hours 
of operation, for example.” 

Bruce said the council has been concerned about 
new businesses along San Pablo Avenue that abut 


residences.

Aibany cardroom case puts 


environmental law to the test

ALBANY —In mounds of legal 
paper for the Albany cardroom 
lawsuit, both the Citizens for Re- 
sponsible Government (CRG) and 
the city of Albany cite previous 
environmental lawsuits supporting 
their arguments. 

But calls to several environmen- 
tal lawyers and a trip to Boalt law 
library don’t provide a quick, clear 
answer to who’s right; they just 
confirm that the only thing black 
and white in the lawsuit is the ink 
and the paper. 

The city intended to file a de- 
murrer March 29 asking the court 
to determine that there is no legal 
basis for the lawsuit, said City At- 
torney Rober: Zweben. A demurrer 
asserts that the facts presented by 
the plaintiff do not violate any law. 

“I think ultimately the suit is 
without merit,” said Albany Mayor 
Mike Brodsky. 

After the demurrer is filed, the 
CRG will have three weeks to re- 
spond. A hearing date is set for May 
9 before Judge Sandra Margulies. 

If Judge Margulies does not 
throw out the case, ultimately the 
Alameda County Superior Court 
will have to decide where Albany’s 
cardroom case fits into past legal 
decisions.

ronmental review be conducted? 
The California Environmental 
Quality Act (CEQA) offers guide- 
lines, but these are subject to inter- 
pretation. 

“It boils down to whether our 
treading of CEQA law is right or 
whether theirs is,” CRG Attorney 
Robert Outis told group members 
at a meeting March 13. 


Proposed process — 
The City Council,said it intends 


to conduct an environmental review 
of the cardroom development — 
and it passed a resolution in Febru- 
ary reiterating that intent. 

“T think it’s clear to the neutral 
observer that we’re going to do 
CEQA,” Brodsky said at the Feb. 
21 meeting. 

But cardroom opponents say it’s 
too late because a development 
agreement now binds the city to the 
project. The passage of the cardroom 
proposal in November by Albany 
voters authorized a development 
agreement between the city and 
Ladbroke Racing California, Inc. 
The agreement allows for maxi- 
mums on size, number of tables and 
hours of operation (24 per day, 365 
days per year) for the cardroom. 

With these details already guar- 
anieed, the city can’t demand 
changes or throw out the project if 
environmental threats are discov- 
ered, said David Arkin, president of 
the CRG. 

But Zweben disagrees. 

“The city is not committed to the 
project until Ladbroke makes an 
application and the city approves 
it,” said Zweben. The approval pro- 
cess includes an environmental re- 
view, he said.

C,H,OH (that’s ethyl alcohol) 
was the basis for a good many 
medicines — still is. Many 
people had to have some form of 
it. People of Italian extraction 
made wine a basic food for their 
tegular meals. Denying beer to 
people of German background 
was almost a sacrilege. 

And all of those people voted. 
Add to that the fact that alcohol 
is relatively easy to manufacture 
from fruits, grains, even 
vegetables — if you know how 
to do it. So... 

Qualified Italian families 
were allowed to make specified 
amounts of wine to be used with 
meals, and certain products were 
developed to help them make it.

Doctors were allowed to 
prescribe alcoholic’beverages to 
patients — which brought ona 
certain amount of abuse. 

All sorts of gear was invented 
to help the beer makers. Ten- 
gallon crocks, bottle cappers and 
caps sold like hot cakes. 
Explosions in basements were 
frequent occurrences and mostly 
overlooked by the authorities. 

And, oh yes ... the term 
“bathtub gin” is still used, but it 
was no joke through the 1920s 
— people actually made 
synthetic gin in rather large 
containers at home, and high- 
class groceries sold juniper 
extract. They also sold a product 
called Bourboline Extract you 
could add to raw alcohol and 
come up with something that 
tasted a bit like Bourbon. I 
haven’t the foggiest idea what 
was in it. 

So the point of all this is that 
even though the lawmakers 
dreamed up the way to dry up 
the United States, they also 
provided some ways to get 
around the law for those who 
wanted to keep what they felt 
were “human rights” — a term 
that gets kicked around quite a 
bit these days. 

Whoever it was that handled 
the details of such things for the 
Federal Government saw to it 
that some of the old-time, 
trusted wineries were able to 
continue to make good wine for 
sacramental use, and I never 
heard of any scandals 
concerning what happened to 
any of that product.

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Photography and chemistry combine in unique artistry 


Take one chemist and one 
photographer, combine them in 
the same man, mix thoroughly, 
and what do you get? 
“Chromoskedasic Solarization.” 

William Lee Jolly is the man, 
and Inorganic Chemistry is his 
field, or was until he retired 
from UC in 1991. Now he 
combines his love for 
photography with his chemical 
expertise, and experiments, 
coming up with the 
aforementioned Chromoskedasic 
Solarization. You can see his 
work at the Albany Arts Gallery 
through April 18. 

Bill Jolly built on a 
photographic technique 
popularized in the 1920s and 
*30s by an artist nnmed Man 
Ray. 

Man Ray’s technique was 
Solarization, in which (and I 
quote) “amazing changes are 
produced in a photographic 
image by turning on a white 


light during development.” The 
results are dramatic white lines 
which outline the subject. They 
become black lines with certain 
types of development. 

Jolly then applied things he 
had read about in Scientific 
American, and was able to 
combine Solarization with 
Chromoskedasic (I love that 
word) effect. And what the 
Chromoskedasic effect is is 
adding color to a photograph 
without the use of the usual 
chemicals. 

And the color added is very 
different from that of the usual 
“color photograph.” The colors 
tend to be in the reds, yellows, 
browns, magentas and blues. 
They seem to highlight rather 
than to color the subject. 

I have a copy of one of his 
photos, a tree, in which the 
wooded areas, trunk and limbs, 
are stark black against a 
wonderfully, almost

mysteriously colored 
background of the delicate 
leaves. It cannot be fully 
explained by words. It is a must 
see. 

Jolly’s wife, Jane, has given 
me a more technical explanation 
of the whole process, and it is 
very interesting. But you can get 
the information when you go to 
the Albany Arts Gallery to see 
it. As usual, my interest is in the 
person behind it. But there is 
one part of the “technical” 
explanation that fascinates. 
Chromoskedasic is a word 
derived from Greek roots, 
meaning “colored by light 
scattering.” 

And that is the technique. 

The colors are due to 
selective light scattering by the 
developed silver particles in the 
emulsion. Thus, the colors 
produced are the same shades of 
color that we often observe in 
the scattered light of the sky. 

Jane’s notes add: “As with all 
special techniques, 
chromoskedasic solarization is 
not appropriate for all 
photographs. The artist must 
apply the technique judiciously, 
with careful consideration of 
subject matter, lighting, contrast 
and other photographic 
characteristics.”

“The new lights (which illumi- 
nates numbers and titles clearly, 
even on the floor level shelves) are 
great. They make our work so much 
easier.” 

According to Pokorny, the old- 
style plastic bubble lens that has 
covered the ceiling for 30 years 
isn’t even being made any more. 

“That was what was being manu- 
factured in the 1960s when that 
ceiling was put in,” he said. 
“They’ve discovered, however, that 
it turns real yellow over time, al- 
most orangy. It’s also prone to 
breaking and cracking.” 

That’s exactly what happened in 
El Cerrito. On the 18th, volunteers 
took down the old lenses and threw 
them away. 

“We then relamped all the fluo- 
tescent fixtures,” said Pokorny, who 
estimated that about half of them 
were burned out completely, while 
many others were growing dim. 

Volunteers finally installed new 
clear plastic lenses — a different 
material anda different design, both 
aimed toward providing the most 
comfortable and effective lighting 
possible. 

“Gary Pokomy deserves a lot of 
credit for this project,” said 
Hildebrand. “It was his suggestion 
that we replace the old bubble pan- 
els instead of just replacing the light 
bulbs. Then he was able to obtain 
the combination of outright dona- 
tions andsome materials at cost that 
made the project feasible.” 

Materials were donated or sold 
to the city at cost by four local 
businesses, three of whose owners 
are members of the El Cerrito Ro- 
tary Club, a strong supporter of the 
library’s services. City manager 
Gary Pokorny expressed his grati- 
tude to Ed and Vic Canepa of El 
Cerrito Lighting, Mike Gonzales of 
El Cerrito Electric, and Mark and

Maybe it was all the TV cameras. 
Maybe it was the pregame press buf- 
fet. Maybe it was listening to the worst 
Jack Nicholson impression I’ve ever 
heard only to turn around and see 
Nicholson himself emerging from one 
of the stalls in the men’s room. 

Whatever it was, there was a defi- 
nite feeling going into Saturday’s 
NCAA West Regional final that I was 
in for more than the usual 40 minutes 
of overworked and underpaid college 
athletes dribbling the ball up and down 
the court. 

It wasn’t until I saw the faces of the 
fans who filled the Oakland Coliseum, 
however, that I wasn’t the only one 


sharing that feeling. 

Like pilgrims who had crawled the 
final miles down Interstate 880 just 
for the simple pleasure of being there, 
14,399 fans basked in the almost-spiri- 
tual atmosphere that comes with the 
NCAA tournament. 

Joyous UCLA fans, many of whom 
couldn’t have named half the players 
on the Bruin squad less than a month 
ago, reached out to embrace even the 
lowliest walk-on in the hopes that the 
magic of the Bruins’ 102-96 victory 
might rub off onto their own lives. 

To others, particularly the UConn 
fans who would not leave with such 
happy memories, Saturday’s game still 
offered a chance break out of the usual 
role of off-court observer and experi-

Men tally weekend wins; 
BHS crews head south 


Berkeley High’s men’s crew swept 
their second straight race of the 1995 
season, winning all three races against 
Capital, the meet host, and Pacific Row- 
ing last weekend at Lake Natoma in Sac- 
ramento. 

The 3-team meet marked the opening 
race of the season for the BHS women’s 
crew, which finished second to Capital, 
last year’s state champion, in both the 
varsity-8 and JV-8 (lightweight). 

In the men’s varsity race, Berkeley 
finished far ahead of Capital and Pacific, 
completing the 2,000-meter course in 6- 
minutes, 9-seconds. 

The men’s JV-8 entered two boats, 
easily winning in 6:31 and taking fourth 
in 7:03. Capital’s two boats finished sec- 
ond and third. 

Completing a sweep for the day was 
the BHS men’s novice boat, winning in 
6:48, four seconds ahead of Capital. 

The BHS women’s varsity boat, led by 
senior Kiri Gibney and junior Liz Powell, 
battled neck and neck with Capital for 
two-thirds of the race, then fell behind to 
lose by 11 seconds. Berkeley placed five 
seconds ahead of Capital’s B boat and 
nine seconds in front of Pacific.

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local talent Saturday

A handful of outstanding local runners 
will be featured at Saturday’s Oakland 
Invitational Relays at Cal’s Edwards Sta- 
dium starting at 9 a.m. Berkeley High 
will be among 76 high schools competing 
from throughout California, Oregon and 
Texas. 

The Yellowjackets’ 4x100 relay team 
will be hot after its performance last week- 
end at the Stanford Invitational where it 
set a meet record of 41.82 seconds. 

J’ Juan Cherry won the 100 meters at 
Stanford in a blistering time of 10.96 
seconds, finishing ahead of Skyline’s 
J’Sharlon Jones (11.14) and De La Salles’ 
L’eon Callen (11.15). 

Marlon Monroe (49.06) and Cherry, 
also won second and third in the 400 
meters. They will be part of two Berkeley 
High relay teams in this Saturday’s Oak- 
land Invitational meet. 

The Yellowjackets’ one-mile relay 
team (4x400) ran 3:24.3 to win at 
Stanford, just finishing ahead of Skyline 
(3:25.6), Valley (Sacramento), Logan 
(Union City) and Los Gatos.

Panthers shine 
in 4x400 relay 


The St. Mary’s Panthers finished third 
out of 28 teams at last weekend’s Martinez 
Relays, with winning performances from 
the distance medley and the 4x400 relay 
teams.

Teens break into TV via local cable

What would happen if you 
left a bunch of talented teenagers 
in aroom full of expensive cam- 
eta equipment? That’s what Bay 
Cablevision must have wondered 
when they gave permission to 
14-year-old Berkeley High fresh- 
man Justin Cronkite and his 
friends to film “Our Point of 
View.” 

The half-hour variety talk- 
and-spoof show, yet to be aired, 
hasa 6 p.m. time slot, Mondays 
on Public Access Channel 8. The 
show is aimed at kids and teen- 
agers, but adults are invited to 
watch as well. 

“They want us to get three or 
four shows in the can first,” said 
Justin. He’s been preparing the 
show for over a year now, first 
writing the proposal and then 
rounding up cast and crew mem- 
bers once it was accepted. 

“Everyone who’s on it is my 


friend. Originally I was a host, then 
the producer, then a host and direc- 
tor, and now I’m an actor and crew- 
man,” he said. 

“He was really enthusiastic and 
he had a great idea,” said Bay 
Cablevision’s department manager 
Michael Quinnine. “He was very 
motivated and really stuck to it. A 
lot of people don’t really under- 
stand what’s involved in the pro- 
cess.” 

Rarely is an idea for a show 
tumed away, said Quinnine. But 
the cable company has no outside 
equipment to accommodate all 
would-be producers. There is pres- 
ently about a 16-month waiting list 
after a proposal has been submitted, 
and some people lose their impetus 
by the time they get their turn. 

“People think ‘Oh Wow, TV!’ 
but it requires a real commitment, 
real focus,” Quinnine said. “Every- 
one in the group has to understand 
that or it just doesn’t work.” 

The cable company works with 


the producers on their ideas, trains 
them, and gives them 13 weeks, 
“like a real series” to produce their 
shows. That doesn’t mean it has to 
be stressful. “Some people get crazy 
imposing deadlines and always try- 
ing to accomplish more, and it be- 
comes like work,” Quinnine said. 
“Above all, we encourage people to 
enjoy themselves, to have fun...to 
actualize their dreams.” 


Judging from the atmosphere 


- during the filming of “Our Point of 


View,” there is no problem having 
fun. It’s a pretty outrageous col- 
laboration: Eliza Hoard and Ayana 
Van Putten from Montera and 
Castro Valley high schools, respec- 
tively, discuss relationships and 
what they expect in courtship. (The 
week before they debated school 
uniforms.) 

Emma Batten-Bowman and 
Susana Telles and Cronkite, all from 
Berkeley High, do a comic news 
segment that literally brings the 
walls down.

OEBS spotlights Berkeley’s amazing Toms 


@ Dozens of young 
musicians joined the 
orchestra for a 
premiere.

On Friday the Oakland East 
Bay Symphony presented a pro- 
gram in which the longest and 
heaviest work was Beethoven’s 
“Emperor” piano concerto. As 
piano concertos go, that’s one of 
the heftier, but even so, the 
evening had a bit of a pops con- 
cert feel to it. 

The program grew out of the 
special agenda for the concert, 
which continued the orchestra’s 
side-by-side series. Members of 
the region’s youth orchestras are 
invited to sit in for at least one 
piece. That piece this year was a 
premiere, David Conte’s Of a 
Summer Evening. 

As in the past, the side-by-side 
concert has also featured a young, 
local soloist. This year music 
director Michael Morgan focused 
on the extraordinary Tom family 
of Berkeley. Julia Tom, 19, 
played Tchaikovsky’s Rococo 
Variations. Her pianist brother 
Simon, 21, played the Emperor. 

The Conte piece, On a Sum- 
mer Evening, comprises the first 
two parts of a tone poem. Conte 
was commissioned to write the 
Piece for exactly the forces that 


| would perform it—youth orches- 


tra and professional orchestra. 
(Since there’s another section of 
the work to come, the composer 
clearly expects future perfor- 
mances, evidence of the strength 
of the youth orchestra move- 
ment.) 


The last of these side-by-side 
concerts I attended, Morgan had 
also found a piece for amateur 
players. It shows a nice sense of 
genre, even if it’s a genre most of 
us were unaware of. 

The musical language in 
Conte’s piece presented no obsta- 
cles; it was an amalgam of well- 
established 20th-century styles. 
The first of the two sections, “Out 
on the Lawn,” often sounded like 
the Ravel of Daphnis et Chloe. 
Conte’s notes say that the piece 
grew out of Agee’s Death in the 
Family, but the spirit of the music 
was more rhapsodic than that. 
The orchestration, if not particu- 


larly original, was expertly done, 
and for pure orchestral beauty, 
this movement was the high point 
of the evening. 


The downfall of the piece, at 
least on a single hearing, was the 
lack of any obvious organization, 
any sense of direction, to the 
musical ideas and effects. Conte 
may be like Sibelius in this—the 
first hearing of a piece is the least 
enjoyable—and for the same rea- 
son. 


The second section, “Chil- 
dren’s Games,” was more upbeat, 
often openly descriptive, if occa- 
sionally macabre. In general, 
Conte’s strength is in creating 
atmosphere, though partly this is 
a matter of having mastered the 
imitative traditions of Western 
music. 


When parents choose instru- 
ments for their children, how do 


““they rationalize the favoritism 


shown the child who gets to play 
the piano? Friday’s concert 
emphasized the difference in the 
two worlds—the world of the cel- 
list, in which the Rococo Varia- 
tions is one of only four or five 
cello and orchestra works by 
major 19th century composers, 
and the world of the pianist, who 
has five piano concertos by 
Beethoven alone. 


Julia Tom made of the 
Tchaikovsky something more 
substantial than most performers 
manage. She produced a big 
sound without edge or harshness, 
and she projected a sense of pas- 
sionate involvement. This was 
very useful in the kind of 
swelling romantic lines that 
Tchaikovsky is known for—I had 
never heard this side of the piece 
brought out so well. 


When needed, Ms. Tom had 
plenty of technique, with nice 
shimmering near-glissandi in the 
famous section. 


If Simon Tom’s mastery of the 
Emperor was less complete than 
his sister’s of the Tchaikovsky, 
it’s likely because the challenge 
was greater. Overall it was an 
enjoyable and sometimes eye- 
opening performance, revealing 
new beauties by taking unusual 
approaches to small sections. 


It’s easy to read too much into 
a pianist’s inexperience, and to 
hear his performance as one con- 
ceived in solitude—i.e., not 
shaped by many performances 
with orchestra. The Emperor con- 
tains the most subtle interplays 
between soloist and orchestra, 
who hand the ball back and forth 
rhythmically. If the solo parts are 
not conceived with those handoffs 


in mind, the handoffs can be 
tricky, as the performance 
showed. There were no accidents, 


despite some occasional teetering; | 


on the edge. 


The more-than-compensating> | 


pleasure of the performance lay’ 
in the freshness of Tom’s insights.: 
He might turn a section into an! 
aggressive toccata, or take’ 
another with a languor worthy o 

Chopin. Sometimes this led well 
into the next section, sometimes’ 
not. It was real testimony to the’ 
skill of Morgan and his players’ 
that they met their soloist at every’ 
turn. 


Tom had two touches. In soft 


sections, in runs and delicate pas-, \ 
sages, he played elegantly and 


with the kind of finish known as 
pearly. At other times, at cli- 
maxes, he lit into the keyboard 
with startling intensity. It took 
him to the edge of his technique a 
couple of times; and in fact, I 
think he was asking things of his 
instrument that aren’t there to 
give. It would be interesting to set 
Simon Tom loose in Brahms. 


The evening began with the 
overture to Verdi’s I Vespri Sicil- 
iani, beautifully played, espe- 
cially by the cello section. The 
broad melodies were wonderfully 
handled by Morgan, who has 
brought this orchestra to real 
excellence. 


The second half began with a 


series of fund-raising pitches (an 4 


Oakland council member, the 
mayor of Richmond, a foundation 
executive) that stretched to 15 
minutes. Any pitch is out of place 
at an event that charges full prices 
for tickets. Even if a pitch were 
justified, 15 minutes is excessive.

Wi Isaiah is raised by 
one family till he’s 
4, then returned to 
his birth mother.

Of all the issues that are likely 
to whip up primal emotions, 
interracial adoption is surely one 
of the most inflammatory. So it is 
much to the credit of the produc- 
ers of Losing Isaiah that they 
have had the courage to face this 
searing problem head on.

If the outcome is marked by 
some of the infelicities of Holly- 
wood style, such as excessive 
statement where a smaller frame- 
work would be more effective, the 
movie remains a gripping experi- 
ence because of the basic human 
Situation it portrays. 

Khaila Richards (Halle Berry) 


| is a crack addict, roaming back 


alleys in Chicago with her baby in 
her arms. Desperate, she deposits 
the child in a cardboard box on a 


| garbage heap as she goes in 


search of a fix. 

When she returns, the baby is 
gone. Convinced that her son, Isa- 
jah, is dead, Khaila carries her 
tremendous burden of guilt into a 
rehabilitation program and begins 
to refashion her life. Eventually 
she learns that Isaiah is not dead 
but has been legally adopted by a 
white family. 

The child had been discovered 
and brought to the the hospital 
where Margaret Lewin (Jessica 
Lange) is a pediatric social 
worker. Entranced by the baby 
and his feisty struggle for life, 
Margaret decides to adopt the 
abandoned Isaiah. 

Her husband Charles (David 
Strathairn) and teenage daughter 
Hannah (Daisy Eagan) have some 
initial doubts, but Margaret’s 
determination wins them over. 

Isaiah exhibits all the traits of a 
baby born with the addiction he 
has inherited from his mother. 
Although he is intelligent and 
lovable, he has interludes of near 
hysteria and extremely disruptive 
behavior. These events take their 
toll on the Lewins, but Isaiah is 
completely integrated into their 
life, and develops the natural 
bond of a child with the only fam- 
ily he has ever known. 

Khaila retains the services of a 


| lawyer, Kadar Lewis (Samuel L. 
| Jackson), who has little sympathy 


for her personally but is a strong 
advocate for a cause: black babies 
should be with black parents. 

The Lewins also have a black 
lawyer (La Tanya Richardson), 
whose initial reservations about 
representing white clients give 
way to a guarded respect for the 
adoptive-parents. 

During a recess in the trial, 
Khaila and Margaret meet and 
square off, trading insults, claims 
and counterclaims as to who has 
the right to bring up the child. It 
is a dramatic encounter but a frus- 
tating one because both antago- 


| nists have apparent right on their 


side. 

But the judge finally decides in 
Khaila’s favor and Isaiah is car- 
tied off, literally kicking and 
screaming, to live with his birth 
mother, who is a total stranger to 
him. 

The child goes into an under- 
standable decline, and Khaila has 


| to face another heart-wrenching 


dilemma: her legal right to cus- 
tody versus what her maternal 
sensitivity knows is best for him. 
The resolution is true to life in 
the sense that it is imperfect and, 
in the long run, will probably pre- 
sent Isaiah with more questions 


| than answers about his identity 


and his divided loyalty. 

The controversy over adopted 
children, whatever their color, is 
not significantly advanced by 
Losing Isaiah. It offers no new 
insights and basically rehearses 
the data well known from news 
reports and social service 
accounts of this painful proce- 
dure. 

What it does is to present a 
case which forces the viewer to 
acknowledge an ongoing societal 
problem. There are too many peo- 


ple having children without the — 


psychological resources to care 
for them. And yet, even though 
adoption can be a vital immediate 
solution, eventually a tie to the 
biological parents, especially the 
mother, will clamor for attention.

Margaret Lewin with too much 
emotional abandon for my taste, 
but there is no doubt that the 
anguish she portrays is close to 
the bone, and no viewer can be 
unaffected by it.

1995 Trooper: Equipped for all of life’s adventuy 


by Scott Benton 

In 1995S, Isuzu has added a few 
new significant features to the 
Trooper, its flagship sport utility 
vehicle (SUV), which now comes 
in four models. These features 
impact nearly every aspect of the 
vehicle, from safety to perfor- 
mance to luxury. 

The big news for 1995 Troop- 
ers is that each one comes 
equipped with dual airbags. The 
Trooper is now one of the few 
SUVs to offer this high level of 
safety as standard. And airbags 
are simply the cherries on top of 
an already impressive serving of 
passive and active safety features. 

For instance, Troopers have 
side-impact beams inside each pas- 
senger door to increase protec- 
tion should a side impact occur. 
Rear passenger doors are 
equipped with child safety locks, 
and child safety seat anchors are 
also standard equipment. Three- 
point safety belts are installed for 
both front-seat and outboard rear- 
seat passengers. And mounted 
above the rear window, a highly 
visible string of red light-emitting 
diodes supplement standard brake 
lights. 

Excellent braking systems lead 
Trooper’s list of active safety fea- 
tures. All Troopers are equipped 
with 11-inch front and 12.3-inch 
rear ventilated disc brakes that 
bring the Trooper to a straight, 
well-controlled stop, even under 
extreme braking conditions. 

Four-wheel, three-channel anti- 
lock brakes (ABS) are standardon 
Trooper Limited and optional on 
Trooper S and LS. And as most 
people know, an ABS braking sys- 
tem aids the driver in emergency 
Situations: when the brakes are 
slammed (rain or shine) the wheels 
don’t lock, allowing the vehicle to 
be steered as it stops. 

The Trooper’s braking technol- 
ogy goes beyond the basics of ABS 
to incorporate an important fea- 
ture called “yaw control.” 

Yaw is the movement of a ve- 
hicle around its vertical axis. In 
other words, it’s what makes a car 
or truck spin like a top when brak- 
ing on uneven road surfaces. 
Isuzu’s ABS with yaw control lim- 


its braking action, then gradually 
increases it on the side of the ve- 
hicle itis being pulled toward. This 
makes it easier for the driver to 
maintain control of the vehicle; he 
will not have to fight the steering 
wheel to the same degree to keep 
the vehicle moving in a straight 
line as he would if the ABS unit 
was not equipped with yaw con- 
trol. 

Safety’s not the only priority, 
however. And for 1995, Trooper’s 
aggressive good looks have been 
enhanced with bold new 
overfenders, molded mudflaps 
and rocker extensions. An 
overfender is a molded plastic 
extension that attaches to the ex- 
terior perimeter of the wheel well; 
its function is to protect the ve- 
hicle against flying road debris. It 
has a more pragmatic purpose, 
too: Isuzu has widened Trooper’s 
track of '95 by 2.3 inches. As a 
result of this refinement, the tires 
would peek out from under the 
wheelwells, which is against the 
law in some states. The new 
overfenders rectify the situation, 
extending out over the tires. 
Overfenders are a win/win situa- 
tion for both the Trooper customer 
- because they give the vehicle a 
strong, capable look - and the men 
in blue. 

Also, two new exterior colors - 
Fir Green Micaand Red Rock Mica 
- join Bronze Blue Mica, Cream 
White, Ebony Black and light Sil- 
ver Metallic on the prospect’s list 
of choices. 

Of course, safety and good 
looks mean little if a vehicle has 
no power. But here, too, model 
line offers two variations to its 
3.2-liter engine, each specifically 
designed for optimal on- and off- 
road performance. For 1995, these 
sophisticated powerplants vary 
with model designation. 

The Trooper S and LS are 
equipped with the Isuzu-designed 
and -built 3.2-liter single overhead 
cam V6, which generates 175 
horsepower at 5,200 rpm and 188 
foot-pounds of torque at 4,000 rpm. 

In addition, the latest metallur- 
gical advances are evident in the 
engine’s alloy steel crankshaft, 
camshaft and other high-stress 
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components. High-heat-resistant 
alloys in valve and valve-seat ma- 
terials and straight-cut component 
drive-gears add to the overall du- 
rability of an engine that in devel- 
opment was tested for more than 
one million miles before produc- 
tion began. 

This year, buyers will be 
pleased to discover that the 
Trooper is now even more fun to 
drive. With revised spring rates, 
larger stabilizer bars and revalved 
shock absorbers, the 1995 Trooper 
rides and handles better than ever, 
exhibiting crisper turn-in and 
more comfortable cornering. It 
does this both on- and off-road. 

Up front this is accomplished 
by an independent double-wish- 
bone and torsion bar suspension. 
When one front wheel hits an un- 
even road surface, the other front 
wheel remains firmly on the road, 
providing increased traction

The Viper’s Big Brother: 
3500 Laramie SLT V-10 Pick-Up

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Boring Is As Boring Does: The Academy 
Awards are like a box of chocolates: You keep 
hoping for a buttercream, but you usually wind up 
with a sickly-sweet fruit center instead . 

Thave to hand it to producer Gil Cates. Anyone 
can turn out a mediocre Oscar show, but it takes a 
kind of perverse genius to come up with one as 
stupefyingly dull as the monstrosity we watched 
Monday night. 

And I’ve seen some real turkeys in my time, 
including the 1958 show when they ran 20 
minutes short (believe it or not) and host Jerry 
Lewis had to fill the time by improvising. If 
you've never seen Jerry Lewis improvise for 20 
minutes, you don’t know what real suffering is. 

But Monday’s show was even worse. Take the 
opening production number — please! I thought 
they'd decided to deep-six this nonsense after the 
Rob Lowe/Snow White fiasco a few years ago. 
But Tim Curry and Kathy Najimy made Rob and 
Snow look like Fred and Ginger.

wasn’t just bad, he positively stunk. He trotted out 


his usual shticks — Top 10 list, New York 
cabbies, manic “hee-hee-hee” cackles, Stupid Pet 
Tricks — but nothing worked. 

In the days leading up to the show, all the 
critics kept saying how awful Whoopi Goldberg 
was last year. That may well be, but she was 10 
times better than Dave was on Monday. 

And how about that 45-second time limit on 
speeches? Really speeded up the show, didn’t it?

and general manager Bray, the district was looking for 
a simple majority in favor. Seventy percent of 
Kensington’s voters favoured purchase of the prop- 
erty.

Inone case, he said, a restaurant opened ina location 
that had never before housed a restaurant. According to 
Bruce, the establishment has inadequate parking, has 
caused problems with the incorrect storage of trash 
(with some spillover into the street and drawing of 
rodents), and presently overseats patrons in violation 
of fire and safety codes. 

Bruce said, as far as the violations are concerned, 
“had there been a conditional use permit required, the 
restaurant could have been brought to the Planning 
Commission for review and perhaps had its license 
revoked. 

“As it is now, there’s been nothing but a series of 
inspections and fines...; it could probably be closed 
only after a long court action.” 

Conditional use permits, he said, protect the legiti- 
mate business owner, whose tights are enumerated. At 
the same time, it protects the community from business 
persons “who violate common sense or violate the law. 

“It’s a sensible way to regulate,” he said. 

According to Bruce, the Richmond Annex Neigh- 
borhood Council has at least two other priorities for 
which it is advocating during the zoning ordinance 
revision process. 

The group would like to see the sheer number of 


| restaurants on San Pablo Avenue regulated but realizes 


that could be difficult. Currently, he estimates the 
number to be about nine or 10 in the space of about 1/ 
2 mile.

in Berkeley, Anne E. Simon, would not comment on 
Albany’s case, she said the option of denying a 
development due to environmental impacts must re- 
main open. 

“In most circumstances the option of ‘no project 
alternative’ must be considered when doing an EIR 


| (Environmental Impact Report),” she said. 


According to Arkin, if an environmental review 
finds that traffic or activity at the 24-hour-per-day 
cardroom will have harmful impacts, the city would 
not be able to ask Ladbroke to reduce the hours of 
operation. 

“T don’t know what the environmental impacts are 
and that’s what bothers me,” said Arkin. “This is a 
sensitive waterfront area; there are impacts we may not 
be aware of. A full EIR includes looking at all options, 
including ‘no project.’ A full EIR at this time would 
call the development agreement into question,” he 
said. 

John Dwyer, professor of Environmental Law at 
Boalt Hall School of Law, also could not comment on 
the case specifically, but did say, “For a real environ- 
mental report, you’ve got to generally consider the ‘no 
project’ alternative and not already be obligated to do 
the project.” 

“There’s a risk of inertia. If the city feels committed 
to the project, it will not give alternatives fair evalua- 
tion,” he said speaking hypothetically. 

If the cardroom project does not go through, the city 
will to lose up to $9 million a year in tax revenue, 
according to an estimate by Ladbroke Vice President 
John J. Jord. The city would also lose Ladbroke’s 
committment to procuring land for the Bay Trail and 
providing $500,000 for building the trail, as well as 
access to parts of the waterfront, said Zweben. 


Is the development agreement binding? 


Another key question is whether the city bound is to 
the cardroom project by the development agreement. 

Zweben said that the development agreement sim- 
ply sets forth the process for Ladbroke to follow if it 
wants to apply to build the cardroom. 

However, Timothy Taylor, an attorney with DeCuir 
& Somach in Sacramento who practices land use law, 
said development agreements in general are essen- 
tially contracts between the developer and the city. 

“Typically it (the development agreement) doesn’t 
just set the table, it’s the meal,” he said. Development 
agreements guarantee rights to the developer, giving a 
higher degree of certainty in the project, said Taylor. 
Taylor is chair of the Environmental Law Section of 
the California Bar, but would not speak on behalf of 
that organization. 
But Zweben said that the development agreement 
does not, prevent the city from mitigating possible 
negative environmental impacts. 
“It may define the type of mitigation,” he said of the 
agreement. “The city may not make the same choices.” 
Asked if the agreement would limit the city’s choices 
in mitigating environmental impacts he said, “We 
don’t thinkit’s going to limit choices. We don’ tbelieve 
there will be situations we can’t handle the way we 
want to.” 


What does CEQA require? 


Zweben also pointed out that negative environmen- 
tal impacts of a project don’t necessarily have to be 
mitigated under CEQA. 

“A lot of people don’t understand CEQA,” said 
Zweben. “There’s nothing in the environmental laws 


can simply say we won’t mitigate for certain economic 
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The next step is to decide how the property should 
be developed. 

“It’s my understanding that the board is looking at 
forming a community committee to bring in sugges- 
tions on what to do with that land,” Bray said.

DD Ballot Measure D required a 2/3 majority vote 
to raise taxes for police services to a maximum of $300 
annually.

Berkeley has 
seta limit on the total number of restaurants; anew one 
can open only when an old one closes.” 

Some question the constitutionality of the Berkeley 
law, he said, “but once in a while cities have to take a 
chance, even if no one’s done it before.” 

Parking is another major issue. The neighborhood 
council believes that parking and types of use should 
be coordinated. 

Bruce and others would like to see different com- 
mercial sections of the city treated separately in the 
zoning ordinance, with requirements “tailor-made for 
the particular situation.” The fact that San Pablo Av- 
enue businesses abut residences should call for special 
conditions, he said. 

“The Planning Department seems somewhat hesi- 
tant to step into the 21st century. We think relating 
parking requirements simply to square feet (as is stan- 
dard in California) is not as entirely workable for a 
restaurant as compared to a business office, for ex- 
ample. Even a restaurant with a small floor space can 
generate a lot of traffic, and if there’s none available on 
San Pablo, people park on the residential streets or in 
another business person’s lot.” 

Bruce said the neighborhood council is not at all 
anti-business. Many active members are businesses, 
he said, from Zeneca to small avenue business owners. 


teasons: the cost of mitigation wouldn’t be worth it,” 
he said. 

CEQA guidelines do state that developers may 
declare mitigation measures infeasible for “economic, 
social or other conditions” when the finding is sup- 
ported by evidence and consists of more than the “mere 
fact of adding cost to the project,” the guide reads. 

It may seem like a conflict of interest for the city, 
which stands to gain much-needed revenue from the 
project, to act as the environmental watchdog and 
police the development. But in fact, the CEOA process 
is like therapy, it requires the developer and govern- 
ment agency, Ladbroke and the city in this case, to 
recognize any problems and deal with them. 

“The developer is not the adversary, but a partici- 
pant, in the project (the environmental review). Like 
everything, it’s far from perfect, but it’s pretty amazing 
what a powerful impact it has,” said Dwyer. 

“CEQA is designed to ask the agency promoting the 
development to think hard about environmental issues 
and deal with them in an effective way. It makes them 
write a report on the problems and then allows anyone 
else to challenge the report and bring in their own 
expert. The report is subject to court view for adequacy 
and implementation,” said Dwyer. 


When did the project begin? 


The city maintains the cardroom proposal is not yet 
a “project” under CEQA, because no formal applica- 
tion has been made by Ladbroke — and therefore not 
yet subject to an environmental review. But the CRG 
contends that the proposal is already a project. 

“We don’t believe the law required an environmen- 
tal review,” said Zweben, of placing the cardroom 
proposal on the 1994 ballot. “There will be a full 
environmental review if an application is filed (for the 
cardroom project),” he said. 

Indeed, CEQA guidelines state that submitting a 
proposal to a city-wide vote does not constitute a 
“project,” subject to an environmental review. 

But Outis disagrees. 

“The city can’t hide behind the provision of what 
constitutes a project when they have fundamentally 
defined the project, the way they did, by negotiating 
and structuring the project,” he said. 

CRG contends that the project began when the city 
negotiated and drafted the long and detailed develop- 
ment agreement, zoning amendment, and a gaming 
ordinance, starting in May 1994. 

CEQA guidelines state that an environmental re- 
view must occur as “early as feasible in the planning 
process.” If it sounds vague, that’s because it is. 

Several similar lawsuits have questioned when a 
“project” begins under CEQA, and how putting a 
proposal on the ballot fits in. So far the courts have 
tuled both ways. CRG points to Fullerton Joint Union 
High School District y. State Board of Education, 
which ruled that an environmental review should have 
proceeded a vote of the people. The City of Albany 
points to a case called Lee v. City of Lompoc in which 
the court found the decision to submit a Proposal to a 
vote does not constitute a “project” under CEQA and 
therefore is not subject to review. 

But from Dwyer’s standpoint, “There’s a good 
argument that it’s a project,” he said of the cardroom 
proposal, based on the Fullerton case.

Meadows talks about “palettes” 
when describing her garden de- 
sign. She notices the way color 
interacts with the light. 

“In my garden, I try to divide 
the light into a watery, translucent 
kind of flow we associate with 
impressionist color and the paint- 
erly stroke of a brush,” she says. 
“T use complimentary colors such 
as you would find in the work of 
Van Gogh or Monet... yellow and 
purple, pinks and blue, orange and 
lavender, reds and lime greens. 
This strengthens the interac- 
tiveness of the colors, like they 
are talking to each other and maybe 
we get to hear them better.” 

In her article in Fine Garden- 
ing, Meadows suggests three ways 
to test a garden “palette” before 
planting: 

“1. Containers are a good place 
to be daring with combinations of 
annuals or perennials. With con- 
tainers, you can easily try some- 
thing out and make adjustments 
on a small scale... 

2. To check the colors of larger 
plants, such as perennials, shrubs 
and trees, visit a nursery. Pick the

Last month’s column addressed 
one of the most overlooked and 
misunderstood aspects of a remod- 
eling project: establishing the bud- 
get. Total dollars to be invested in 
a project is typically the last sub- 
ject addressed in many construc- 
tion projects. With you having first 
set your budget, you can now move 
forward to the next step. 


What is the next step? I believe 
the next thing to do is to address 
the problems you are trying to 
solve or the needs you are trying 
to satisfy through your remodel- 
ing project. 

Boy, that sounds like a hand- 
ful! Why is it important to answer 
this question? Put yourself at the 
end of the project. What do you 
hope to have accomplished? What 
is it like to live in your house now 
that the work is done? Was it all 
worth it? 


If you feel that it was a good 
idea, at the end of the project, to 
have gone through the whole pro- 
cess, then you did successfully 
discover what the problems and 
your needs were before you 
Started. 


How can you identify and re- 
solve your problems and needs? 
A good place to start is to take a 
notebook and assign each prob- 
lem or need a page in the note- 
book. As you go about your regu- 
lar life and different ideas come to 
mind, write them down on the 
appropriate page. When a new 
concern arises, establish a new 
page. You can do this on your

value of their experience early in 
the process will help you move 
forward more clearly and predict- 
ably than if you did it on your 
own. 

Something to consider is work- 
ing with a team. When speaking 
with design professionals or gen-

own. Many people do it all the 
time with many different tasks. 
This is a good start and will serve 
you well as the process moves 
forward. 

Doing the planning entirely on 
your own will keep your initial 
costs down and consume nothing 
more than your time on the front 
end of the job. You also will get 
valuable experience which will 
serve you well the next time you 
do a remodeling project. 

However, if you are like many 
of the people we work with, you 
probably do not have enough time 
to do all that you are responsible 
for now. If this is true for you, 
how do you then proceed to iden- 
tify and resolve your problems 
and needs? 

The answer is to engage the 
services of people who have done 
it before. These people would in- 


eral contractors, ask them who 
they like to work with. If you can 
get the benefit of a previously- 
established, successful working 
relationship, it is likely that your 
planning and construction pro- 
cesses will go as smoothly as pos- 
sible. 


Get references from the people 
you are most attracted to and check 
out the references by phone. If 
you can arrange to visit a job or 
two, that is great. What questions 
do you ask of the references? Con- 
sider some of the following: 


* How did you find out about 
this person? 

* Would you work with the 
company again? 

* Was the relationship between 
the different professionals on the 
site positive? 

* Were you listened to by the 
people you were working with? 

* Are you happy with the fin- 
ished project? 

* How did the team help you 
identify the problems you were 
trying to solve and the needs you 
were trying to satisfy? 

As you speak with the referral, 


try to help them expand on their | 


answers so you get more than 
“yes” or “no” replies.

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Explore East Bay’s architecture 
at Piedmont Adult School class

Although the topic sounded in- 
teresting, I thought it would be just 
another writing assignment. My edi- 
tor had sent me to attend Mark 
Wilson’s seminar, “Selling a Piece 
of History,” at the Oakland Asso- 
ciation of Realtors. 

Oh, well, I thought. I’m not sell- 
ing anything and I already had a 
lock on history. You see, I had lived 
in Germany for eight years. I’ve 
spent the night in a cave that was 
once inhabited by stone-age man. 
I’ve stood on mounds of earth con- 
taining burials 10,000 years old, 
and I’ve been in churches built so 
long ago that even the oldest build- 
ing on the East Coast would seem 
like new construction in compari- 
son. 

I was sure we’d be talking a lot 
about the Victorian style. You 
should know I’m a docent at the 
Pardee Home Museum and know 
all about the Victorian style. 

So, the first thing Wilson said 
gave me a start. “Victorian is not a 
style,” he announced. “It is an his- 
toric era that marked the reign of 
Queen Victoria. Anything build in 
that era — from 1837 to 1901 can 
be called Victorian.” 

“Well, genius,” I said to myself, 
“I certainly didn’t know that.” I’m 
not really good at keeping secrets, 


so I’m very sure that Wilson no- 
ticed me blush and squirm. I started 
taking notes. I took 11 pages of 
notes. My mind that had been closed 
to all the history around me began 
to open. 

For the next six hours, Wilson 
lectured on every style of architec- 
ture from the Greek Revival to the 
Art Deco. (See what I mean, Art 
Deco isn’t a style, it’s amovement, 
a group of architects using common 
motifs.) 

I learned the difference between 
avilla, a house, anda cottage. Inow 
know where to look for barge boards 
and cornices —and where the street 
furniture is. I learned how to tell a 
turret from a tower, and a cantile- 
vered roof from a hipped one. And, 
I know about Period Revival homes. 

I bought Wilson’s book, A Liv- 
ing Legacy: Historic Architecture 
of the East Bay. It’s full of architec- 
tural tours of East Bay cities from 
Alameda to Vallejo. The book has 
kept me out of trouble for many 
weekends now. 

The weekend right after the class, 
I went on a walking tour of down- 
town Oakland. Did you know that’s 
the Emperor Justinian and his wife 
Theodora on the Paramount The- 
ater? Or that Isadora Duncan is de- 
picted with them, holding the scarf 
that caused her demise? What about 
the Fox Theater? It’s closed now,

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Q: Is it okay to plant squash in 
the same patch of ground that I 
have planted tomatoes in the past 
years? Also, can steer manure be 
used under beans, tomatoes, and 
squash? 


A: Tomato plants should be 
rotated each year because of the 
soil-borne wilt problems. The wilt 
doesn’t affect squash, soit is okay 
to plant in an area occupied previ- 
ously by tomatoes. 

Soil preparation is the key to 
any vegetable garden. The addi- 
tion of animal manure, steer or 
chicken, is recommended. 

I recommend mixing manure 
into the soil before you plant, in- 
stead of mulching. For 100 square 
feet, mix one cubic foot of animal 
manure, four to eight cubic feet of 
compost or redwood soil condi- 
tioner and five pounds of veg- 
etable food. 

In those areas where root crops 
like onions, beets, or carrots are to 
be planted, use one pound of Su-

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Soil prep is key to productive vegetables 


stable weather, a fungus disease 
called “rust” infects bluegrass, 
ryegrass and mixed turf areas. We 
did not see much of it last year due 
toa dry spring; however, this year 
will be a different story. 

Lawn tust is easy to identify 
because of the bright orange-col- 
ored raised areas on the blades of 
grass that are visible to the naked 
eye. 

There are many fungicides that 
will control this disease, but I find 
that with dry days all you need to 
do is fertilize the area and mow 
off the infected blades. 

After mowing the infected area, 
be sure to clean the blades of the 
lawn mower because the fungus 
can cling to the blades and be 
passed on to other areas of the 
lawn. 


Q: Would you please tell me 
how to graft a fig? 


A: Figs cannot be grafted be- 
cause of the very soft tissue of the 
trunk and the milky sap. You may 
have some success with budding. 
Figs are reproduced from cuttings. 

If you are trying to develop a 


multi-variety tree, I recommend 
rooting the desired variety and 
planting it in a single hole or close 
to the trunk of an existing variety. 
Pruning controls the growth so - 
one section or variety does not 
dominate the other. 


Q: What is the difference be- 
tween annuals, perennials, and 
biennials? ' 


A: Annuals are those plants 
whose life cycle is completed in 
one year or less. They grow, 
flower, set seed, and then die. 
Perennials grow, flower, set seed 
and continue to grow year after 
year. 

Biennials take two years to 
complete their life cycle. We do 
find some varieties like petunias, 
alyssum, and other annuals that 
because of our climate overwinter 
into the next season without dy- 
ing. Biennials can bloom the first 
year if they are planted in the fall.

This is standard procedure and 
the only method of arriving at a 
logical price. Then, once the agent 
and the seller were confident that 
the interests of the seller had been 
well served in the listing operation, 
the agent would publicize the list- 
ing in the normal fashion. 

If the buyers then wanted to use 
this agent to make an offer, there 
would be no moral or legal prob- 
lem. If the agent tried to circumvent 
the normal marketing process and 
slip his or her clients into contract 
before other buyers had a chance to 
see the property and possibly make 
offers, this would be unethical. 

In the second example, if the 
agent felt that he or she had a good 
trusting relationship with the sell- 
ers, then he or she might offer to 
represent the prospective buyers. If 
they, knowing the agent already 
represented the sellers, chose to use 
this agent as well, then things could 
proceed. 

When presenting the offer to the 
sellers, the agent would make it 
clear that he or she was now acting 
as a dual agent. If the sellers ob- 
jected to this, then some change 
would have to be made.

Many experienced agents avoid 
dual agency transactions, even 
though they receive two fees, one 
from each side, because they fear 
that their clients won’t be able to 
continue trusting them when they 
show up as messengers from the 
other side and because such trans- 
actions involve more work, respon- 
sibility and stress.
